Latterly Mrs. Mitchell has devel- 
oped alarming symptoms of mental abera- 
tion. Her crankinéss took the direction of 
violent aséaults upon the matron and em- 
pioyes about the home, which assaults in 
more than one instance, but for timely in- 
terference, might have produced serious re- 
eiilts to the vig:ims of her fury. Still later 
it has been difficult to keep her within 
bounds, and several times sbe has assaulted 
passers by upon Waverly place by throwing 
rocks and otber missiles at them. Yesterday 
the case was fully heard, and she was ad- 
judged to be insane. She will be sent to the 
asylum, and ber little children will be kept 
and cared for at the benevolent home.
